two men went into training ocar this 
city. The 15th was the day set for the 
sombat, but it was deferred to the 19tb 
on account of some other exhibition be- 
ing advertised fur the first named date.

He is about six feet bigh, well built, but 
deficient in breadth of chest, bas blue 
eyes, fair hair and smooth face.- His or- 
dinary weight is 185 pounds, bat on this 
he was reduced to 165.
